One Steamer Not Enonffh, So the 
"Tees" Sails With the 
Oyerllow. 



"This reminds mo of the Cariboo 
days," said an old timer yesterday as he 
stood on the C.P.N, wharf gazing at the 
preparations for the departure of the 
Islander. Now, when a real old timer 
admits that anything comes up to the 
days of old, the days of gold, the days of 
Cariboo, it ia the highest compliment he 
can pay. 

Certainly the scene was such as the 
ordinary resident never before witnessed 
in Victoria. On the business streets 
were met men in all kinds of oatlandish 
attire, such as the taste of each intend- 
ing gold seeker of the Klondyke ])re- 
ferred. There was theold miner with his 
weatlier beaten countenance and shabby 
old canvas coat that has seen many 
a hard toilsome climb in the mountains. 
Then there was the man in the startling 
array of bars and stripes ot gorgeous hue 
that adorns tlie comfortable Mackinaw 
blanket coat, that the Eastern lumber- 
man first wore and which has since be- 
couio the full (Ircag attire of the placer 
miner ot the Yukon. Beside this was 
the conscious-looking young man just 
out of a buainees office, who tried to ap- 
pear at home in a nice sweater that ia 
more fitted for a pleasure trip, and a pair 
of big boots that already galled hia ten- 
der shanks — he well earned the name of' 
" tenderfoot." The stores were doing a 
rushing business, for there were all sorts, 
of little odds and ends to be purchased 
in addition to the regulation opitfit. 

When the steamer Kingstod reached 
here from Seattle in the morning she 
was laden down with passengers and 
freight for the Islander. Two hundred 
and ninety-five was the number of pas- 
sengers she had aboard, and ot these 
two hundred were for the Dyea steamer. 
Then the Kingston disgorged quite 300 
tons of froiglit to add to the immense 
pile that men were laboring hard to 
stowaway iu the Islander's capacious 
hold. Most of the men had their blan- 
kets done up in neat rolls in a canvas 
bag, with straps to carry by. 

When the Kingston landed there was 
a general hitching up and a move for the 
door, but here the customs officer step- 
ped in, and then the miners who had 
purcltased their supplies in Seattle were 
disgusted to find that they had been 
fooled by their newspapers into imagin- 
ing that no duty would be collected. The 
sensible ones saw the sense of the thing 
at once and either decided to pay the 
duty here or have their stud' shipped to 
Dyea, where they will arrange to pay 
duties. Others foolishly thought 
that they should be allowed 
to bring in their supplies to Canada 
duty free, and one man in conversation 
aaiti tliat to charge duty was " to kill 
the goose that laid the golden egg." 

It did not strike him that he was the 
goose, to imagine that in spite of the 
privileges extended to United States 
miners to work in Canada on the same 
footing as British subjects, that the cus- 
toms barriers were to be thrown dowu 
for his benefit us well. Certainly no 
Canadian goiug into the States would be 
allowed to carry in with him a year's 
supplies free of duty. The picture, how- 
ever, had its sad side, for several men 
who bad spent most of their money in 
purchasing supplies in Seattle found 
when they got here that they had not 
enough to pay the duties as well, and 
were forceil consequently to sell out their 
outfits and forego their journey for a 
time. 

The Customa house had a tremendous- 
ly busy day getting out certificates for 
those who had paid duty or for people 
who are taking their supplies from 

Victoria. 

It may be as well to again impress on 
everyone bound tor the Yukon that the 
gold fields are in British territory antf 
unless Buppliea are purchased in Canada 
they must pay duty. 

To facilitate matters and avoid de- 
lay at the boundary. Collector Milne 
is giving the followiog certificate 
to Americans who pay their duties here 
or to people who are taking their sup- 
plies from here :

The opposition newspaper as vigor- 
ously condemn the government's policy 
of Buppreesing public meetings and de- 
nonnce it as " contrary to law." 

At Liatwn and other largo towns the 
government is taking special prr,cnutions 
owing to the reports that; the Repiibli- 
cans intend to provoke disturbance. 
Troops are patrolling Lisboni ^ivhere re- 
inforcemeotB are arriving and,' tbe local

According to this des'patdi the King 
had a lon^ conference oa Safrnrday with 
the Premier, after nhi'.;h tbo'cabinet had 
a meeting and decic'ied to take what- 
ever measurers were necessary for the 
preservation of order. R-eports are cur- 
rent of the impending prosecution bdU 
dismissal from the army of a number of 
ofiBcera, among whom are several gen- 
erals. 

THE TEODBMBSSMB SWAT'S. 

A PoHcy of S ap^cBStnt Adopted Toward 
the Nstive Agitators. 

BoMB w, Jaly 28.— The uprising in the 
Swat valley has left the government to 
adopt the jjolicy of suppression" toward 
the native, agitatars, who in apeechsa 
and thronigbout 'the native press he,ve 
for a long time 'been endeav^ving to.ij^ro- 
mote the'8jifirit''df reVblt.

At'I'oona, 
two well linown agitators, Sirdrr Bal 
Yantrao Niitu-'and his brother Iluropant 
Ham ChunderNatu, have been arrested 
on charges of-dieloyalty. 

Anuuaber of houses ha^e been search- 
ed witb the result that 'the police have 
found «i?mff- concealed, though the own- 
ers have departed for j;arts unknown. 
Eshoo Madow-Bal, a partner of'Gangad- 
barTilak, in publishing the newspaper 
Kesari, bsB been arrested. iThe ofHoo 
has been-Boarcbed and a-quantity of in- 
criminating documents seiziKl, together 
with RQiiasae of the ^aper. i^jshoo will 
be pat OQ trial here with (Fslak. 

Uangadhar Tilak publiahed. ' infiama- 
tory articles before themurders of plague 
commieEioner Rand and 'Lieutenant 
Ayeret. He has repeated 'the substance 
of thoin since the murders, and there is 
general astonishment that he has so long 
been cllowed immunity. He was re- 
cently-elected a meaaber of'the Bombay 
council, but his confirmation Ijy'JLiord 
Sandhurst, the governor, has been 
severely criticized. 

Tho two NatuB wore arrested at sun- 
rise and escorted oirtside the limits of 
the Foonah collectorate by formidable 
body-of mounted police. All their pro- 
perty has been attached. ■The family is 
old and wealthy, and it has been impli- 
cated in many Brahmin fanatical out- 
bursts.

The Oregonian 
Bays there is no 
Yuiion without crossing United States 
territory. Our contemporary ought to 
read up before it undertakes to speak tM- 
cathedra on tbia Bubject. la the first 
place BritiBh subjecta have just aa much 
right to naviKiite the Yukon aa Ameri- 
can citizens have. By the treaty made 
between Great Britain and Russia in 
1825, whereby the rights of the two 
countriee in that part of the Continent 
were defined, it is expressly stipulated 
that British subjects shall forever pos- 
sess the right of free navigation oi the 
rivers flowinp; across the EuBsian terri- 
tory as fully as the same is enjoyed 
by subjects of the Czar. Tlio United 
States houglit Alaska from Russia and 
only got what Russia could sell, and this 
right of free navigation waa not and 
conld not be taken away by reason of 
any treaty between those two powers 
But, to remove all doubta, the treaty of 
Washington between Great Britain and 
the United States expressly stipulates 
that the navigation of the Yukou and 
the Stickeen is free to British subjects. 
It is not at all likely tliat the United 
States eorernment will attempt to inter 
fere with these treaties, and thereby 
sacrifice the right to the navigation of 
the St. Lawrence and the St. John. A 
few inerchantB in the I'acific Coast cities 
of the United .States need not flatter 
themselves with the idea that they can 
make their government play the part of 
repadiator and a pirate among the 



THE PROPOSED REGULATIONS. 

Roferrinc briefly to the reported inten- 
tion of the Dominion government to 
hold alternate clairaa on the Yukon as a 
reserve, we said yesterday that it had 
some good features. After considering 
it more fully, we must say that the pro- 
posal seems an impossible ono. It is 
very desirable that the country should 
get as much out of the gold mines as can 
be reasonably obtained ; bub we are at « 
loss to see how alternate claims can be 
retained by the government. Suppose 
two men go into a district and stake out 
adjoining claims, must one of them give 
his claim up to the government? And 
if 60, which one? We can understand 
iiow if the government should prospect 
the whole country and stake out claimB, 
it might sell every alternate one, but it 
paaaes our comprehension how they can 
talk about every alternate claim now. 
Suppose a man finds a claim at the 
mouth of a stream and there ia not an- 
other claim, within fl,ve miles of it, will 
the next claim be retained by the gov- 
ernment? The proposition seems on 
examination to be such an impoasible 
one that we can hardly think any at 
tempt will be made to carry it out. 

Aa to the proposed royalty, it is eo 
enormous that it can never be collected. 
Gold is easily smuggled out of a country 
and if a large royalty is exacted, it will 
not be paid. If the royalty were a rea 
aonable figure, say 5 per cent., there 
would be no disposition on tlie part of 
some miners to shirk it, but wo fear the 
the case when 
Sir James Douglas attempted to collect 
a royalty on Cariboo gold, If twenty or 
twenty-five per cent, is eiacted, a pre- 
mium will be placed on smuggling out- 
wards, and unless the government ia pre- 
pared to station an officer on every claim, 
it would be impoBsible to collect the 
amount. If tho report from Ottawa is 
correct, one is almost justified in consid- 
ering that the government has lost its 
bead over the gold craze. We tell tliem 
very frankly that if they attempt to en- 
force regulations for the reservation of 
alternate claims and the collection of ex- 
cessive royalty, they will bring about a 
state oi anarchy on the Yukon. The 
government eliould also be very careful 
lest in seeking to get a revenue out of 
the mines, it forces the miners to do 
their purchasing of suppliee out of Can- 
ada, as they will do if they smuggle out 
their gold. 



THE HARDSHIPS OF THE YUKON. 

We do not wish to say anything that 
will encourage any one to go into the 
Yukon. It would be well nitjh impossi- 
ble anyway. On the contrary, we wish 
to emphasize to every ono who contem- 
plates going the importance of counting 
well the cost. The expense of outfitting 
is the least consideration. The journey 
into the interior ia not a very serious 
matter to healttiy men. But the priva- 
tions, the hardships, the disappoint- 
ments that will have to be confronted, 
cannot very well be estimated in ad- 
vance. We hear of men giving up good 
situations to embark on a Yukon ven- 
ture. This, except in the case of a ro- 
bust young man, with no one dependent 
upon him, would be a very grievous 
error, although it is always possible that 
such a person may make a strike so rich 
as to make liia folly aeeni like wiailoin. 

What we have to say just now is more 
for tho3e who stay at home than (or 
those who go. AU of those who go into 



Nevertheless we think there is a dispo- 
sition very greatly to exaggerate the 
dangers of the venture, and that the 
friends of those who go need not be over- 
anxious for their welfare.. % f 

The Islander will go out to-day 
freighted with hopes and fears. If good 
wishes will secure her goodly company 
of passengers a proaperoua journey and 
a safe return, the fears will be ground- 
less, the hopes will be realused. The 
scene at tho wharf during last evening 
waa one not soon to be forgotten, yet it 
will doubtless be repeated over and over 
again, though never with quite so keen 
an interest aa attaches to the firat voy- 
age. Captain Walbran says that when 
the Quadra passed the Mexico in Sey- 
mour Narrows a day or two ago her pas- 
sengers thronged tho decka and ealuted 
his crow with criea of "Gold, gold!" 
and rousing cheers. The adventurous 
blood of the Anglo-Saxon is at fever 
heat. The Crusade to tho Arctic Circle 
in search of the yellow metal is a mar 
vellous thing. 

SEcnETAuv Shkrman, of President 
McICinley's cabinet, says that no dis 
crimination ia made in the United States 
against British subjects in regard to 
mining or land tenure. Secretary Sher- 
man simply does not know what he is 
talking about. Of course British sub 
jects are not treated difl'erently in the 
United States from other foreigners, but 
they cannot accjuire mining rights 
When the gold excitement was on in 
Alaska many Canadians went up there 
to take up claims, but were denied the 
privilege because they were not citizens 
of the United States. Persons not citi- 
zens of the United States find themselves 
blockaded by tho laws in moat of the 
Western States if they attempt to acquire 
realty of any kind. 

Some very foolish people who came 
over from Seattle to go North on tho 
Islander allowed themselves to bo mis- 
led by the ropreaentationa of the Seattle 
papers about the proposed collection of 
duties on the head waters of the Yukon 
being " only a blnfiT," and found them- 
selves likely to be in rather straight- 
ened circumatancea when the duties are 
paid. Tiio Coi.oNi.sT waa told of quite a 
number of people who would be without 
money altogether after paying theduties. 
One or two of them talked rather reck- 
lessly about forcing their way past the 
officers. They will probably change 
their mind on this point before they get 
to Lake Tagiah. It was a wicked thing 
to deceive these people into believing 
that duties would not be exacted.

There is one point that we would like 
the Oregonian and every one else to get 
well into their minda, namely, that there 
is a perfectly good all Canadian route in- 
to the Yukon, which does not go any- 
where near United States territory, even 
conceding the utmost claim that has ever 
been made as to the Alaskan boundary. 
The Oregonian says it in hardly likely 
that a railway will ever be built from 
the Canadian Pacific to the \ ukon, 
which it says would be " a stupendDus 
work." it would not be very stupend- 
ous after all, for after the first hundred 
miles or so it would he through easy 
country, and one that would develop a 
larj^o business. But it is not necessary 
to Etart Jroni tiie Canadian I'acilic. 
Wide valU'YS extend from the inlets of 
North Western British Columbia all the 
way to the Yukon waters, and if it is 
necessary a railway could be put through 
at no very groat coat. Moreover, the 
railway would run for every mile through 
a highly mineralized country. 

The Oregonian revives tho question of 
the Alaskan boundary, which it thinks 
wiir become acute, not because of the 
ownership of the gold fields, but because 
the terminal pointe of some of the routes 
to the interior are involved. There is 
only one point so involved, namely, that 
at the head of Lynn canal, and if this 
were given without question to ttie 
United States, it would make no very 
great difference, for the reasons we have 
stated, bat the United States is acivilized 
country, and is not likely to make its 
reputation stink in the noatrila of 
foreign governments by refusing to allow 
goods in transit to cross a narrow atrip 
of land that nobody will ever inhabit, 
and where it would bo utterly impos- 
aible to find anyone to buy them. The 
Oregonian is making an absurd exliibi- 
tion of itself over this matter. It grieves 
it and some of its contemporaries very 
much to know that Canada will not per- 
mit United States cities to capture the 
trade of a portion of Canada,

welfare. To these we wish to aay that 
there is no danger about crossing the 
passes. At least there is none on the 
Wliite pass any more than on many 
country roads. There is always a risk 
when people are careless, but with or- 
dinary prudence no one need be at all 
inconvenienced or endangered on this 
part of the journey. The trip down tlie 
river is lontx, but not perilous to those 
who understand such navigation. Tlicre 
are only a few jjlaccs where there is dif- 
ficult water, and if the travelers take 
ordinary precautions they can go through 
them safely enough. The winter 
will be long and hard; but we 
do not know that anyone has 
yet perished ill the Yukon hucauee of 
the severity of tho winter. The chief 
i|ueHtion to be considered is tliiit of food, 
although a secondary and very import- 
ant consideration is that of fuel, and 
there may be a shortage of dry wood this 
winter, although it is said there is plcnly 
on the I-Ilonkjke. Ca])tain Considlne re- 
p irted in the spring that the slock was 
getting scarce in some i>laces, and it will 
doubtless bo necessary to carry much of 
this winter's supply for a considerable 
distance, that is the supply for districts 
that have been operated for a year or 
two. There ia coal in the river valley, 
but just how available it is for use, we 
do not know. There will be plenty of 
food this winter, for every one ia taking 
in sufficient for himself, and the rivor 
steamers have carjried up a good quantity. 
The fuel question will doubtless be satis- 
factorily solved. We therefore see no rea- 
son why there should be much distress 
among the miners this winter, unless 
there is a block on tho pRsses. Next 
summer, when the prospectors begin to 
move out into the new districts, the 
greatest risks will be incurred. Wedo not 
wish to convey tho impression that a 
winter on tho V'ukon l»ars any ro- 
seniblance to a picnic. It will be a hard 
season for novices to put through, and 
hundreds of them will wish themselves 
back home again before spring opens.

Even the arrival 
of a circus in town has failed to bring 
out BO many onlookers. 

And tbe miners I Their new and clean 
and starchy wideawakes were every- 
where in evidence, with corduroy the 
common uniform and an occasional suit 
of gaudily clieckered felt to give color as 
well as variety to the scene. 

Naturally there was considerable 
freight left behind. It would take a 
much larger craft than the Islander to 
carry away all tho groceries and blan- 
kets and pack-horses which crowded the 
dock seeking transportation. And if the 
Danube, sailing Sunday, ahonkl have no 
other duty to perform tho overflow 
iroight would make her voyage a profit- 
able one. 

This freight in tho aggregate cannot bo 
described. Like tho advertiaenienta 
that li'ive appeared in the city press 
of late built up upon tho Klon- 
dyke boom, the Islander's cargo is 
multifarious. There are horses and mules 
and packing paraphernalia; dry goods in 
abundance; a piano, to be packed across 
the mountains someiiow for the enter- 
tainment of a prosperous saloon man of 
Dawson City ; carpenters', blacksmiths' 
and harness makers' tools and supplies; 
turned lumber for a private bank which 
is to be the architectural glory of the 
district; harmonicas for the entertain- 
ment of the lonely miner and hia partner 
during the long Arctic nights; and last, 
hut not loaat, collapaablo wood and can- 
vas boats, both oi which have been made 
here in quantities during the past few 
days. Tiiey areconveniently p.acked for 
transportation over the mountains and 
are regarded with much admiration by 
tho American treasure scoke/s. For 
with nodelay for boat building it ia eati- 
raated tliat the journey will be shorten- 
ed by a week or ten days. 

Naturally the ecene was not without 
its comical aide. What amusement the 
melodramatic miner who carries his belt 
full of " gnna " — the handles wrongly 
placed for service — will cause if he ever 
reaches the mines : And what a parody 
on the promises on every hand of heroic 
endurance is the careful preservation 
for the rough existence of the camps 
of boxes of Vanity Fairs and /Mhletes ! 
Truly, it lakes all kinds of people to 
make up a world, and the preparations 
for rougliing it almost as iniicli aa tho 
roughing itself accentuate individual 
characteristics to the reailer of human 
nature. 

Not all the people who resigned good 
poaitiona on the Sound to join in the 
rush for golil will even L'et to tbe jiasa. 
Half a dozen of them yeaterday discov- 
ered that it would " break " to pay dutv 
on their .Vraorican outlita — purchased on 
the assurance of the Seattle press tliat 
tho Canadian tariir waa merely a hliifl'. 
They accorilingly did the only thing 
open to tlieiii under tho circumstances — 
sold at the best price oil'ering and will 
return home with a dearly-purchased 
but valuable experience of the unreli- 
ability of their liome papers.

As a matter of fact one Klondyke pil- 
grim yesterday exhibited a Seattle in- 
voice showing that he had paid 8 cents for 
Fugar-1 cent being added for duty-which 
he could have bought he in any quan- 
tity and more conveniently packed for 
(ij.j centfl. And other items on the aame 
invoice allowed a corresponding difTer- 
enco in quotations to tho advantage of 
purchasers from Canadian houaea. 

Of course the old Cariboo miner is in 
hia element witn the news from Klon- 
dyke, Bonanza and El Dorado electrify- 
ing the air. It is astonishing how many 
things — little trivial incidents perhaps — 
remind him of something that occurred 
back in '58. And it is equally surpris- 
ing bow generous he is of advice based 
upon bard -earned experience. The only 
man wbose conversation will draw tbe 
crowd away from this Cariboo man and 
leave him deserted and forlorn, is the 
returned Yukoner. His every word is a 
pearl, precious and too-be-treasnred. 
One of these it waa who, watching the 
Islander's preparations for departure 
yesterday, pulled silently at his faithful 
pipe for a moment and then solilo(|ui/.ed. 

"I do know," he said, "if it's ever 
been pointed out to these here tender- 
feet the great advantage our northern 
rivals have to those Cariboo creeks you 
talk so much about." 

There v/as a Cariboo veteran in the 
background, and as the remark appar- 
ently had a jiersonal application he 
bristled up at once. I'.ut the Yukon- 
bound folk did not want to hear about 
Cariboo, and they pressed the Klondyke 
man for his ex])laiiation. 

" Well, I don't mind telling you," he 
pursued, "seein' as how you're so 
anxious. Up in Cariboo, and most 
everywhere else where gold is to be 
got in tbe old way, you've got the water 
to take into consideration. The result 
naturally is that you work out the sides 
of tho creek bed and miss tho centre — 
which is tho beat place of all — or else 
you've got your hands full leading your 
water off while yon work. 

" Xow with U9 it's dili'erent. Yon see 
our rivers and creeks freeze solid, and 
when wo get 'em that way all we've ^ot 
to di) is to chop out the river in blocks, 
pile them away on tho side, and take 
our gravel from tho bottom of the creek 
bed if we want to. The system's perfect. 
It'a a heap better than telling the waters 
to stand atill, as Moses diti, for we can 
pile up our river like cordwood and use 
it when the warm weather comes to wash 
out our gold," 

The Cariboo man scratched his head 
meditatively and pondered. The listen- 
ing prospectors also thought. And tbe 
Yukoner, relighting his pipe, walked 
away.

Upper Arrow Lake Country 
Comes to the Front With 
Good Ore;. J 



Prospectiner Dnncan Biver^iA. Strike 
on Toad Monntaln— The Monarch 
Bond Taken Up. 



One of the biggest discoveries yet 
made in the Interior is just reported 
from the Upper Arrow Lake country by 
Alesander Mc Master, who returned last 
week from Lexington creek, a email 
stream running into Fish creek, which 
flowa into the northeast arm of the 

• Upper Arrow lake, not far from Arrow 
head. He haa brought with him Beyeral 
large samples of ore from the Katsup, a 
claim bonded a year ago by Mr. Mc- 
MaBter,.0. A. Baldwin, \V.,K. Myers 
and S. C. Chiaholm, all of Kosaland. 

■'•Mr. MuMaaler says a solid body' of i^a.- 
— lena eeven feet wide baa been opened 
and that the hanging wall had not been 
reaulied when he came away. The foot 
wall is slate and it is porphyry on the 
hanging side. The ledge appears to be 
fifteen feet wide — that is, it is fifteen feet 
between the slate and the porphyry. It 
remains to be determined whether the 
splid ote extends from wall to wall. The 
ovirners^ot the property were greatly 

• elated when Mr. McMaster returned. 
All will leave for the mine at once and 
arrange for the taking out of ore in largo 
quantities. It ia ten miles from tholake 
to the mine and tlioro ia a good wagon 
road all the way exce|)t the last three 
miles. The ore will be packed on horses 
out to the wigon road. Assays show the 
ore to run '12 ounces in silver and OS per 
cent in lead. 

PROSPECTING DUNCAN KIVEK. 

J.'M. Anderson, manager of the Gold 
Hills Exploration Company, ia down 
from the Duncan river country, where 
he ia conducting several prospectinu par- 
ties in Bystematic work. He reports 
satisfactory work by bis parties on 
several tributaries of the Duncan, prin- 
cipally upon Bear, Boulder and East 
creeks. The locationa upon the last 
nan:ed are principally of gold bearing 
quart/.. He also reports a large number 
of prospectors in the district and more 
constantly goin^ in, many coming over 
from Fort Steele. He brought 
down a number of fine samples 
of rich ore, but hag had no op- 
portunity to develop the claims. 
The little steamer Idaho, which runs up 
the Duncan, almost to Bear creek, has 
Ijeen of immense service to prospectors, 
who rarely take their own boats. Mr. 
Anderson has now an asiayer at bis 
headquarters camp in the person of J . 
f^, Edgar, a son of Speaker Edgar of the 
House of Oomntons.' Much difficulty is 
experienced because of the arrangement 
of the mining divisions, and Mr. Ander- 
son is of opinion that all the territory 
on the Duncan river side of tte divide 
ehould bo in the Ainsworth mining di- 
vision, na it'is much easier to come to 
Grand Forks than to go to Trout Lake 
City to record locations. 

TBK IRENE SHOWS WELL. 

A gold strike of great importance has 
been made on tlie Jrene on Toad moun- 
tain. It is three and a half miles from 
Nelson, one mile from the Silver King, 
and is owned by Messrs. Kelly and Drie- 
coll. The claim has a four-foot vein of 
oxide quartz, carrying free gold, that 
was discovered during the progress of 
assessment work. Kearly two years ago 
Mr. Kelly bought a half interest in the 
claim for a mere trillo because it over- 
lapped an adjoining one owned by him. 
He never thought much of it, and 
neither be nor the former owners 
made a close inspection of it. Last 
week be was idly Kicking at the dump 
pile when his eye was arrested by a 
glitter that senta delicious thrill through 
him. A closer inspection showed it to 
be free gold, and specimens taken from 
it would assay up into the thousands. 
Mr. Kelly almost stepped on himself 
' in his eagerness to get down the shaft, 
which was ten feet deep. He found con- 
siderable free gold. He at once put a 
'orce of men to work sacking the ore on 
ihe dump, and will immediately ship it 
to the smelter. If the returns meet with 
Ilia ex)iectatious, a lar);e force of men 
will be put to work. Tiio ledge lies in 
jiorpliyry, and ia in the same belt as the 
Hxchequer and Athabasca. The dip is 
only about 10 degrtes'lfo the'sbuth, and 
Mr. Kelly,thirik8"!he'''ha8" a trne fissure 
vein. 

THE liOND LU-TKD. 

On the 21at inst. tiie bond on the Mon- 
arch claim, in Greenwood camp, was 
taken up. This claim was bonded last 
.January to W. 11. Young, formerly of 
Spokane, but now of Victoria, for $12,- 
.WO. The owners were Tlios. Humphrey, 
JC. Keightly and J. W. Lind, of Anacon- 
da, who received a cash payment of 10 
j)er cent, at the time the bond was 
given. Now they have received the 
balance of tbe parchaae money agreed 
upon under the bond, so tbe ownership 
of tbe claim has passed to Mr. Young 
and those associated with him in the 
deal, which was arranged by 
Jack Lucy, formerly of the Cauir 
d'Aleno coantrj', but now of Anaconda, 
rfuflicient work haa been done on the 
^Monarch to entitle the owners to a crown 
^rant, which haa been applied for, the 
usual certilicato of improvements having 
.'dready been isatied. The claim is one 
of three known earlier as the Snowahoe 
group, which consiated of tne Snowahoe,

Kitkatla Indians Nursing, Their 
Grievance— Christiaa Endeavor- 
ers Be turn to tbb Bast. 



Captain O.T.' Dillon, of the' sealing 
schooner South Bend, ia the only man 
who has endeavored to secure an Indian 
crew of hunters on the West Coast this 
summer and haa failed in his purpose 
His non-BUccees baa brought him back 
to port with his schooner, and the South 
Bend will in cdfifiequence be tied up 
until next year unleea some unknown 
field of busineaa presents itself for her 
meanwhile. Capt. Dillon says he could 
have got a crew by . paying them .'f3 for 
every akin obtained on his jiroapectivo 
cruise, but he was not disposed to offer 
tliB Indians more than ^12, There is only 
one of the Victoria lleet, the Penelope, 
he says, paying a higher wage, and 
was jiivins -to a. skin. Tlie Favorite was 
the last of tbe fleet to Bail, she having 
left Neuchatlitz on tbe 9th inst. As for 
the wreckage reported in the neighbor- 
hood of Oape Scott, where a Ufehuoy 
bearing the name^ |" GlBnorohy " 
had neeh fdand, (.Oaptaii^ Dillon 
states- that there Was — nothing 
discovered, but what was nearly two 
years old. This information he gath- 
ered after careful inquiries of the In 
dians. IJo reports that the Kitkatlas, 
who came down from the North to hunt 
sea otter off the Indian reservatiou at 
Nootka, are still determined on carrying 
out their oriirinal plane, iiiBiiitaiiiin 
that similar privileges to those deiiiei 
them now wore j;ranted Chinamen tin- 
Japaneee by the goveriunent oliiciala 
when at their own homes. The Asiat 
lc3, they assert were permitted to fish 
off their reservations, and despite their 
proteats.

HIS TEIUMPH. 



Alone in his little bare room, Hart- 
zellwas playing softly,' telling the'story 
over to himself for tho hundredth time. 

It seetuod nlmo.st too roocI to bo true, 
and ho could ficarcely realize that his 
opportunity had come at last, and that 
that wliicli ho had longed for all his 
life l)ad happened in his old age. 

It was really only a trifling incident, 
the indisposition of the great Eoloist 
and the substitution of Hartzell, but to 
tho broken down littlfj man it fiecmcd 
the cutorinK wedge of future fanio, and 
tho melody ho was playing that after- 
noon thrilled with triumphant promise. 

HiH life had bccu almost 'pathdtlo in 
its uncveutfulne.'-.s, marked by only ono 
distinguishing cliaractcriHtic, his love 
for music. Ever since tho first remem- 
bered days, wlien he stood shivering on 
tho street corucr.s and played uncompro- 
hendingly to an nnoomprehendihg audi- 
sncei hia Tidlin bad been his only real 
friend, listening to' him, speaking to 
him, in sympathy with him always. 

Anioug men ho had been a failure, 
his abstraction of mind, together with 
an extreme diflideuce, rendering him 
nufit both to follow and to lead. With- 
in himself ho might lay plans for vigor- 
ous action, for forcing tho world to rec- 
ognize tho genius which he knew was 
\nB, t)ut when the time for aqtion onme 
ho always shra'ni: and waited until it 
was too lato. ' ' ' _ , . ' ' 

And so tlie dreams of his .yonng days 
had never materialized, and he was still 
almost wlicro ho had begun, an uniden- 
tifiable part of that great whole, the 
grand orcliestra of tho Hyperion. 

Never at ease in the company of oth- 
ers, ho had drawn further and further 
away from his fellow men, finding hi.s 
only coniriuleKhip and tho oloare.'it ex- 
pres.sion of hi.s tlioughts in the clinging 
sweep of tho bow tipou tlio strings. Ho 
fell into tlio habit of putting all his 
doubts and hopes into tho music which 
ho played to himself, and it seemed as 
though tho violin understood and an- 
swered him. 

It cumo to piis.s that lio rarely spoke 
in any other way, but wont througli his 
work silently, unheeding tho presence 
of othrrs, uiiunswering their words. His 
fellows in the orchestra called him cra- 
zy and mndo liim tiie butt for many 
plea.santries of a ijcr.^oiial nature. Tho 
coudiu'tor alone reeogui/.ed tlio ab.solute 
certainty of time and strength and pur- 
ity of touo which tho littlo old man 
evoked, and when some one most bo 
found to take the solo part in the gi-eut 
orchestration Hartzell was chosen. 

"We'll nivo yon a cliancc, " tho fa- 
jnouH niu.'^ioitin had said. "Remember 
your time and don't hurry. And I am 
finre you will got tlirougli allriglit," 
i\ud llartzoll liitd dumbly bowed his 
thanlia and gone lionie in a rondition of 
(ireaiiiy exaltation to tell tho glad news 
over iiiul over again to tho only friend 
whoso sympiithy ho cared for. 

Tho distant peal of the tower clock 
roused him at lust, and be hastened 
through his fiimplo toilet and went out 
into tliQ cold, drizzling rain of tlie au- 
tumn night. The .streets were crowded 
with people on their way to tho various 
places of amnftement, and he was jostled 
this way and that like u frail skiff 
among Lirger craft, but lie noticed noth- 
ing, for in tho kIovv of hope ho was as 
one niiircliing iu tlio procession of his 
own triumph. 

In the dim orchestra room under tho 
stage ilartzell received his final instruc- 
tions from tho leader, and then, mount- 
ing tlio dusty stairway, found a quiet 
corner in the wings and sat down to 
waif his tnm, hogging the violin to his 
breast. 

From tho anditorinm came tlie faint 
burr of many voices, mingled with a 

sul)(lii(-(l rn.stiing as tlm lato arrival.s 
scttli'd lhciiis(.'lvcK iu comfortablt! an- 
ticiiialiou. Suddenly tliorc Wiis ;i luisii, 
and tlio nii'!(!(ly of the prtmd overturn 
burst forth in ail its swinging, swaying 
rhytlim. Hartzell listened intently. He 
luul never before been upon the stage 
during a performance, and the music 
sounded strangely in his ears. Ho start- 
ed apprcliensivcly at tlio rattle of iip- 
pluuse which followed hard upon tho 
closing strains of tbe overture, and u 
wave of nervousness swept over liim as 
he realized that lio must face so many 
i;('0])le. He was conscious of awisli tliat 
liis trial came later in tho prograuinio 
trstead of being the tliirtl number. 

The prima donnn stepped fortli from 
one of the brightly lighted dressing 
rooms and nodded smilingly to Hartzell 
as site pa.csed. He envied her the confl- 
(leiict; wliicli slio sliowed so plainly. A 
few uionicnts later her glorious voieo 
rang out as steady and clear as tho 
chiming of a bell, bat to bim it was 
only as the mnning of the sand in au 
lionr glass, for wlien it ceased he must 
take his stand on the brilliantly illu- 
ininatod stage, before, tlio gazo of 1,000 
eyes. His heart ho%a,n to beat wildly 
against his breast, and ho found himself 
tremblingly shrinking from the moment 
to which ho had looked forward so con- 
fidently. Vague thoughts of possible 
flight fla.shod through his brain, but ho 
realized that it was too lata, and vainly 
tried to steady his nerves for the ordeal. 

Again and again the applause, rose 
and fell as the last notes of the wonder- 
ful contralto died away, and tho solo- 
ist liad to bow her acknowledgment re- 
peatedly | thou there came a pause, 
whioh to- Hartzell seemed to last for 
hours. At length tbe orchestra played 



the introduction to bis number, and b« 
started to his fee^onynlsively and step- 
ped out into the glare of the footlighbi. 

The audience saw an undersized, gray 
haired man, whoso clean shaven fai-o 
was almost childi.sli in expression as hu 
stood tiiere, nervonsly waiting.

The British Cliesa Afaga/.ine atatea that 
an extraordinary oxhiliition of chess 
with living pieces took place at St 
Petersburg on Juno .'3, whicli drew at 
immense crowd to the velodrome of the 
St. Petersburg cycling club. The game 
selected to be played waa the 13th of the 
match between Tchigorin and SchifTera, 
in which the former at his 2,3rd move 
had a beautiful mate on in five moves 
It was intended to illustrate the episode 
in the Hungarian uprising of 1SI9, when 
the dictator Gregory, after his unfortu- 
nate battle at Vilagos, was taken prisoner 
and surrendered to the Russians, and, 
more or less, the costumes adopted called 
to mind tho nationiilista of both sides. 

" The largo open space in the velo- 
drome waa laid out as a gigantic chess- 
board, whose Ecjuares were clearly dia- 
tiiiguished by sprinkled white sand and 
(lark material. Its size was about 
5,000 square metres and each piece waa 
represented by from three to eight per- 
sona. Thus the king and (lueeii were on 
lioraeback, surrounded by servants, 
pages and warriors. J'.ach knight waa 
represented by three armed ri<ler8 ; the 
bishops (as we 80 absurdly call them) 
consisted of six young ladies clothed in 



tasteful bright and dark red dresses ; the 
castles were nearly ton feet high and on 
their ramparts were cannons and troops. 
Finally, each pawn was embodied in 
five foot soldiers. ' 

"Thia combination of persons for 
each piece must have been somewhat 
confusing, but all seems to have gone 
ofif well. The condnotortliwere Tehigorin 
and Schiffers, the former commanding 
the Russian and the latter the Hungari- 
an army. Each move was heralded by 
a horn signal, v^alch set the reaoective 
divisions of forces in motion."

THE YELLOW FEVER. 

Good SugECstion as to How Victoria 
Merchants Should Push for Their 
iihare of the Tr.-ule. 

J. L. Forrosler, for aomo tiiiio man- 
ager of the Canada I'aint Works in thia 
ity, returned from a'l extended visit to 
tho Old Ooiinlry yesterday. Jlr. For- 
rester visited London and Glasgow in 
tho interests of aoiue mining pro|)ertioa 
in thia province, ami on the whole has 
been fairly successful. Speaking of 
mines and mining yesterday, he atated 
that the great thread firms of J. A P. 
Coatea and Clarke & Co., of Glasgow, 
were largely interested in ayndicatea 
which have sent out experts to thia 
province to report on certain properties 
both in tho Kootenay and other mining 
centres, lint capitalists in the Old 
Country show a decided preference for 
gold quart/, propositions. 

British Columbia miners are very 
much In favor and good gold proposi- 
tions are eagerly sought after, but in- 
vestors look for something more than a 
mere prospect. Full value can always 
bo obtained for a mine that liaa been de- 
veloped biifliciently to show that it is a 
mine. 

" In Montreal, Klondyke is the all- 
abaorbing to))ic of conversation," re- 
marked Mr. Forrester, "and although 
with the knowledge that the great finds 
have all taken place in Canadian terri- 
tory, there is a pretty general idea that 
Juneau Is the place to outOt at, and 
Seattle the first port of embarkation for 
the gold fields." 

This Idea seems to be quite general, and 
a party of Argonauts who were on 
the same train gave Mr. Forrester 
as a reason for this belief that the mer- 
chants at Janean knew exactly what was 
wanted to complete a miner's outfit, 
whereas Victoria merchants had yet to 
learu the requirements of the trade. Old 
Caribooites and others who did any min- 
ing in early days of course know better, 
and all of this class apoken to proposed 
to make Victoria their starting and out- 
fitting point. 

The fact that Victoria merchants know 
as much about the requirements of the 
prospector and miner aa any other com- 
mercial community is borne out by tho 
fact that this city for years was the head- 
quarters lor the famous old Cariboo 
mines, the placers of Casslar, Omineca, 
and many others of the richest gold 
camps in the known world. 

" To my mind," said Mr. Forrester, 
" it would be a paying venture for the 
merchants of 7fetoria to employ a few 
men to act as ' runnern ' as it were, and 
board each train beading to the coast 
some little way inland, and distribute 
authentic information both as regards 
transportation and outfitting. Some- 
thing similar to this is now done by 
Seattle lirms, and it would be hound to 
pav in the long run. The possibilities of 
this trade ia simply incalculable."

There 
are some of these men no doubt who 
imagine that In some way they will suc- 
ceed in getting their gooda into tho 
Yukon without paying duty, but they 
will find themselvea grievously disap- 
pointed aa the customs laws will be moat 
strictly carried out. 

The Islander and Kingston wharves 
were the centre of attraction yesterday 
for immense numbers of people, and cer- 
tainly the sight was both eurioua and 
picturesque. There were in all 125 
horses and mules loaded aboard aa pack 
animals, and as they stood In the corral 
or tied up on the wharf, tho pack Bad- 
dies and canvas carclngles were eyed 
with great curiosity by people who bad 
never seen snoh things before. 

Among the queer things in the freight 
were a number of two-wheeled band 
trucks, which had been purchased in Se- 
attle by men who evidently think they 
can pack u|j their gootia on these trucks 
and wheel them over the trails as over 
an ordinary road. One old miner was 
sizing up these two-wheelers yesterday 
with a scornful grin. 

" What do these tenderfeet expect?" 
heiiueried. "Think they'll get a road, 
do ttiey. Well, by the time they above 
one of those things along the trail for a 
few miles they won't have much more 
use for it and will get shed of it pretty 
(lulck." 

One man's freight even had among it 
aonia irons for shoeing the runners of a 
sleigh, probably intended for use later 
on when there is snow on the ground. I 
While there is plenty of thin lumber I 
being carried along for building boats, 
there is a boat built here in Victoria 
tliat finds general commendation. It is 
made of canvas and while it weighs only 
40 pounds when folded up it can be 
opened, and with a few polea cut from 
any convenient tree, tho boat can be 
made ready to carry live men and 1,500 
pounds of supplies. 

The burly form of ex-Clovernor JIc- 
Graw, of Waahington, a big aix-shooter 
belted on outside his clothes, was seen 
marching about the atreela yesterday. He 
ia among the pilgrims on tlie search 
for gold. Tho travellers, too, are not by 
any means all from the coast. Some are 
from Blontana, others from California, 
while there are also quite a number from 
Iowa, and even from New York atate. 
All have the fever and have it strong. 
Some of those who had intended going 
from here on the lalander have decided 
to wait for the Danube. These Include 
Harry Howard, Mr. Flint and several 
others. W. H. Burkholder Is going to 
try bis luck north, and there are a 
couple of men who are going to write up 
the country for the papers. One of these 
is Mr. Richard Davenport, who has 
come out from New York for an Eastern 
newspaper syndicate; another la 
Mr. Hal Ho'fl'man, a apecial com- 
niiasioner of the San I'rancisco Call; 
and still another Mr. Hunt, of the 
Chronicle. Martin Anderson, the jolly 
" big Swede " ; Will Petri, Jainea Todd 
and Patrick Roach, of Cedar Hill. 
These are a few of tho late passengera, 
while one of the best equipped parties 
of the many aboard the out-going 
steamer is that of i\Ir. llurburt, a bro- 
tlier-In-law of the Admiral, who goes 
eiiuipped for at least two years in the 
mines. 

The C.P.N, office had the appearance 
of a decidedly nourishing bank, for all 
day long— tnorning, noon and night — 
men were busy paying in their freight 
money. It waa no use trying to get 
there early and avoid the ruab, for the 
rush was going right along. 

On the lalander it also looked like 
a caee of first come first served. 
It waa indeed a preliminary pre- 
paration for tho Btaking out of 
elaiine, for when a man got aboard 
ho hastened to pre-empt a bunk and 
stow away his blankets, so that he could 
hold his claim. It did not always work, 
however, and sometimes a man would 
return to find his duds had been fired 
out and someone else's installed. Mr. 
Charles Bush had three experiences of 
tills kind, but he has always been able 
to look after himself, and it did not take 
him long each time to reoccupy his own 
territory and fire tho usurper in short 
order. 

Work as they would, the pile of freight 
that had to be loaded seemed to defy tho 
ollbrts to Blow it all away, and when 
there waa a big hole made in the pile of 
freight, and daylight seemed ahead, in 
would come tho steamer Mischief from 
tlio outer wharf with another load.
